An Old Fort.—Fort Murion, which is
one of the defences of the harbor of St
Augustine, Florida, was built by the Span-
iards when Florida was a Spanish province,

tis nota fortress of much magnitude
or strength, but is an interesting relic of
the style of fortificution at the period in
which it was constructed. It is situated
at the extreme Southeastern part of the
town, while the soldiers are garrisoned
at the burracks, sitsated in the o posite
portion, and which was once the vnvent
of St. Francis,
It is probably the oldest fortress in the
United States, and is intercsting as a relie
of the style of ancient fortification, and fur
its association with events in old Spanish,
Lnglish and Indian wars. The sk
yvear of its construction is not d nitely
known. It may have been commenced by
the Spasiards in 1665, or not until’ man
years later. It was uamed by them the
the Castle of St. Mark, and was co
in1776. It is situated at the Northern
extremity of the town. 1t is built of
stoneg; its walls are about twcnly one feet

It is cusenated and bomb proof.  The
work is coclosed by a wide deep  ditch,
with perpendicular walls of masonr , over
which is thrown a bridge, whic , Was
originally yrotected by a draw.
